The principal actor In the affair was 


George H. Brainerd, a foreman elec- 
trician, who has been employed by the 
company foi almost 20 year's. 
For 


some unknown reason, and without the 
slightest 
provocation, while quietly 


chatting with a number of fellow work- j 
men. 
he suddenly whipped out a 38- 


calibrc revolver and opened fire on the 
party around him. lie v\ as evidently 
an expert marksman, for, although the 
fusillade lasted only a few moments, in 
that brief space of time he killed onu 
raan outright and fatally wounded one 
other and probably fatally wounded 
two others. 
Not satisfied with this 


he made a desperate attempt to kill 
Deputy Marshal Frith, when the ofiicei: 
tried to place him under arrest. It re- 
quired the free une of a billy to bring 
the frenzied man into submission, and 
he was taken to the station bleeding 
profusely from a scalp wound some two 
inches long. 


The dead men are I. H. Farnham of 


Boston, the electrical engineer of the 
New England Telephone company, and 
Karl M. Buxton. The probably fatally 
injured are Elmer Z. Lane and James 
Wadawovth, the latter's chances for life 
being extremely poor. 


While the only charitable motive that 


can be assigned for th« derd is in- 
sanity, yet neither before nor after Ibe 
tragedy 
did Brainerd 
exhibit any 


marked traces of mental derangement 


All the men concerned in the shooting 


were employes of the New England Tel- 
ephone company, and with the excep- 
tion of Farnham all were engaged In 
installing a new exchange system on 
the upper floor of the building. Thert 
were 14 men in the crew, nnd Brainerc! 
was the man in chirge of the work, 
which ivas being done under the general 
supervisipn of Famhara. ,The entir* 
force was attached to the general office 
in Boston. 


The men went to work as usual yes- 


terday, and just before 2 o'clock Farn- 
ham and Braiuerd walked over to a 
corner of the room where a carpentei 
was at work. 
Brainerd gave the car 


penter a few instructions and then he 
and Farnham walked away. 
A mo- 


ment later the report of a revolver rang 
out, and Farnham fell to thtf floor, 
Brainerd standing over him with a re- 
volver in his baud. 


Just what occurred after this will 


never accurately be told, as no one has 
a clear idea as to just what happened 
Braiuerd did not remain inactive for a 
moment after snooting Farnham, but 
he immediately opened fire- on the otbei 
workmen. 
A panic foli^-ved and each 


man endeavored to get under cover to 
escape the bullets which were flying In 
ewv direction. 


Latie and Wadsworth were working 


together directly across the room from 
him. 
and Brainerd turned his revolvei 


on them and opened the. 
Wadsworth 


fell to the floor, while Lane made a dasb 
for a closet in a corner of the reom. 


Buztou was standing at u bench, and 


Brainerd sent a bullet straight througl 
his body. 
Buxtou fell to tbe floor, and, 


although perfectly conscious, lay quiel 
and closed his eyes as though he was 
dead. 
He saw Brainerd come ovei 


to the head of the stairway and reload 
the revolver, and then start towards the 
closet in which Lane had taken shelter 
Brainerd went to that closet apparently 
with the deliberate intention of killing 
Lane, and although he did not kill him 
Instantly, he inflicted wounds whicli 
will probably prove fatal. 


In the meantime a telephone messagt 


had been sent to the police station, and 
Deputy Frith, with Turnkey M assure

Patrolman 
Frank, 
responded. 


When they entered the building the dep- 
uty was in the lead and at the foot ol 
the stairway landing to the fourth flooi 
ho encountered Brainerd coming down

Brainerd turned to meet the attack, at 
the same time levelling the revolver at 
the deputy.

The continuariue of the rain »« dw-

the railroads throughout the 


state and the Fitchburg division of 
the Boston and Maine is coming in) for 
its share of trouble. 


Three landslides occurred on the tun 


nel division of the road between this 
city 
awd 
Greenfield last night an4 


crippled the service cf the road BO 
badly that trains were run without set 
schedule. To add to the confusion of 
using a single track to get by the land, 
slides the Boston and Albany, whose 
roadbed is yet unserviceable for a, part 
of the distance between 
Springfield 


and Fittsfield, had several trains on 
the road. The trains all managed to 
get past the landslides, but as one 
railroad 
man' said, they had to go 


through all kinds of manoeuvres to Ket 
through the mud. 


The first 
landslide last night oc- 


curred on -what is kno%vn as Shelburne 
hill, which is between Conway Junb- 
tion and Shelburne Falls. A freight 
train was the first to discover the land 
slide, but was able to stop before it 
ran into it. It was a heavy train anti 
was running down hill and for these 
reasons the enginla was unable to push 
the train back to the first set off 
switch. 
Another engine was sent to 


aid in pulling the train from the land- 
slide and while the engine was after 
the train another landslide took place 
between it ana Conway Junction and 
the two engines and train were cocped 
in. 
'A short time after another landslide 
occurred near Zoar in the vicinity of 
the landslide of a few nights ago,when 
an engine of the Boston and Albany 
was derailed. 


These two blockades necessitated the 


use of the track which happened to 
be clear, and much delay was experi- 
enced inl sending trains by. The ex- 
press due in this city about 10 o'clock 
was,'one hour late and the passenger 
train due to leave for the west at 12.28 
did not leave until 2.30 this morning.- 
A heavy Bostori and Albany passenger 
train arrived in the city ahead of it 
and another behind it. These trains 
were sent over the braiich tof the Bos- 
ton and Albarjy to Pittsfleld, where 
they struck the main line again and 
proceeded to Albany. 


The scene at the depot aH last nigh* 


was an unfusually busy one. In addi- 
tion to a car inspecting force sent 
from 
Williamstown to inspect the 


trains of the Boston and Albany there 
were several pilots at the depot wait- 
ing to take Boston and Albany trains 
over the road. An engineer, conductor 
and brakeman were furnished for each 
train. 


The road got its trains pretty nfearly 


into schedule time today, and matters 
were simplified by the success of the 
Boston & Albany in getting its track 
through from Pittsfleld to Springfield. 
A temporary trestle has been built 
where the bridge at 
Chester 
was 


washed out, and about 9 o'clock this 
morn'ing the first train was sent 
across. Boston & Maine men have bad 
to hustle while the trains of two rail- 
root's were passing through this city, 
and are glad that this double activity 
is over. 


Boston & Maine trains are still run- 


nting very slowly through xhe region 
which is1 subject 
to landslides, and 


every precaution to prevent accident 
is being taken by the road.

Famous Theater That Save 
CelebritioB Heady For the Wrecker. 
With the close of tbe performance of 


"Tbe Man-o'-War's Man" at the Star 
theater in New York the other night 
the famous old playhouse passed out of 
existence. A skyscraper office building 
will be erected by the Astor estate on 
the site of the building which was for 
a score of years the home of the Wai- 
lack stock company, perhaps tbe most 
famous theatrical organization Ameri- 
ca has ever known. 


The tearing down of the building 


has already commenced, and many In- 
teresting relics and souvenirs have 
been found. Curious old programmes, 
portraits -nd scenery have been dis- 
covered in tha storerooms, while exca- 
vations have brought to light old coins 
and newspapers. A bust of Shakes- 
peare which dites from 1800 has been 
unearthed. 


The theater was dedicated and first 


controlled by Lester Wallack, who 
opened Jt on Sept. 5, 1861, with "The 
New President." In 1881 Adolf Keu- 
endorflf leased the house for the pro- 
duction of German dramas. Later he 
produced opera on its stage, and many 
successful productions were given. On 
March 26, 1883, the house was renam- 
ed tbe Star and became an English 
house once more under tbe manage- 
ment of Theodore Moss. A long iisi 
of prominent artists appeared on its 
stage, among them being Edwin Booth, 
AdelJna Patti, John McCullougb, Mme. 
Janauschek, E. A. Sothern, Lawrence 
Barrett, Henry Irving, Mary Anderson 
and Mr and Mrs. W. J. Florence. 


In 1SSS the intei^or of tl^a liOuaa -vTas, 


ocmodeled, and its prominence con- 
.inuad until 1892, when the march of 
i'.Sht life toward Central park left it 
uitabta for popular melodramas only.

Bon explained the other night, is a sim- 
ple compound of pork and beans com- 
pressed into a cake. Unlike pemmican 
and some other compressed foods, 
there is nothing at all unpleasant In its 
appearance, the inventor says, and it is 
not "unpalatable. 


Her story ef how she came to inter- 


est herself in the matter is interesting. 
Mrs. Ferson is a graduate ©f Vassar 
and prior to coming to Chicago resided 
at Council Bluffs, la. 


"My attention was first directed to 


the subject last July," she said, "when 
I read ©f the purpose of the govern- 
ment to experiment Vith an emergency 
ration. I scarcely know 'what pnt the 
suggestion in my heafl, Lut it suddenly 
occurred to me oae day why not use 
the old standard army ration, pork and 
beans, and immediately I became intei-- 
ested in the matter. 
My sistef, Miss 


Grace O&borue, who is the professor ef 
hygiene in the Woman's Medical col- 
lege here in Chicago, was not at first 
disposed to take me seriously, as were 
other of my friends, and "this, insteaQ of 
dampening my ardor, deftr-mined me lo 
try and see what I could do in the mat- 
ter. My sister finally interested herself 
in the subject, anfl we worked together 
experimenting several months. My 
mother also helped, but it w.as some 
time before we succeeded in getting 
what I wanted. 


"When this had been ^one, I went to 


General Wheeler, who'!was then sta- 
tioned in Chicago, and showed him 
the food. He was impressed favora- 
bly with it and took me into the office 
of Colonel Alexander, the head of the 
commissary department, and after he 
had examined the cake expressed him- 
self greatly pleased with it and urged 
me to submit it for trial at the testa 
to be mads by the war department on 
an emergency ration hi the Indian Ter- 
ritory in the fall. I bad not secured a 
patent on the f'peL however, and be- 
fore I had doao i his it was too late to 
enter the lists. I have been given to 
understand, however, tlie food selected 
at that test has not proved satisfac- 
tory, and thq war department has 
promised to gite nay food a trial. 


"While Lleutennnt Baldwin was in 


Chicago I submitted the food to him, 
and, while he expressed himself favor- 
ably concerning it, he did nothing un- 
til a few days ago, when I received an 
order for 30,000 pounds. I also have 
received a communication from the 
Japanese consul at Chicago asking me 
in behalf of his government for terms 
for the food by tbe ton. The Russian 
government has also made inquiries 
concerning it." 


CROWS GOING BLIND, 


Pcenliar Disease* ICillins Many la 


Virginia. 


A peculiar affliction has affected the 


thousands ef Virginia crows that make 
their home at Arlington and which fly 
over JWashiagton every morning on 
tbcJr way to the feeding grounds on 
the bonks of the Potomac, says tho St 
Loais Republic. AD eye disease has 
broken out among the birds and has 
blln'ded hundreds of them. 


They are unable to search for food 


and are starving to death in large num- 
bers. 
The boys of Washington have 


picked up several of them in the streets 
and have offered them for sale to the 
various bird fanciers and bird stores. 


At the famous crow rookeries over at 


Arlington the poor feathered animnls 
are dyieg by tlie hundred. The disease 
resemble:! the common cataract which 
often attacks the human eye. A num- 
ber of birds were found to have a skin- 
like covering over the pupil.

(the Ph "-»"ines itos discusses the fu- 
ture of the islands as au investment 
field, says the New York Commercial 
Advertiser: 


"The coming peace in the Philippines 


will open to American capital and en- 
ergy a new field, and ere many months 
enterprises which will astonish the in- 
habitants will have been instituted. 
Pending, however, the great Influx of 
capital to tbe islands there remain 
many enterprises in wliich men of 
email means may embark and reap a 
rich harvest of golden ducats. And to 
get in on the ground floor, as It were, 
these men must hasten, for it is as cer- 
tain as anything in commercial life 
that small investors will be crowded 
to the wall when richer men begin to 
realize how inexhaustible is the field 
and pour hundreds of thousands into 
a country which, while old on the 
earth's map of commerce, has not yet 
been developed to one one-hundredth | 
part of its resources. 


"In America the young man with 


from §1,000 to $5,060 can Invest his j 
money in a small way at a smaller in- ' 
terest. In tbe Philippines he can easi- ' 
ly and safely make today 300 per cent 
every six months if he but employ bust- 
ness prudence and American energy. 
To those unfamiliar with conditions in 
the Philippines this may seem some- 
what brash, but discharged soldiers 
and officeis of volunteers have with 
less than $1,000 capital sprung upward 
to riches with phenomenal swiftness 
since 1S98. And as a rule they were 
not excessively bright either. 


"Since Spaniards first became pos- 


sessors of tbe Philippines the civilized 
world has had small commerce with 
tbe natives. The word small is used 
odvteedly, considering the richness of 
Ihe various islands, their fertility and 
resources. At HO time has Spain con- 
trolled more than ten or a dozen ports 
of entry. The natives have at all times 
controlled the interior. English, Ger- 
man and French commercial men have 
gone into Manila and do small business 
there. The Chinese and Indians from 
India have done far more in the way 
of business than their whiter and sup- 
posedly more civilized brethren. Deal- 
ers in India and Japanese silks, dia- 
monds and native golds and shippers 
of rice and hemp have made fortunes 
in a few years, yet some of the most 
lucrative of industries in this country 
have gone in the Philippines absolutely 
undeveloped and unheeded. 


"Take, for instance, the sawmill in- 


dustry. Ralph Platt, captain and com- 
missary of the Second Oregon regi- 
ment, resigned when his comrades re- 
turned to the United States. Fie had 
some $1,SGO in gold. Noting the crude 
methods employed in the handling of 
limber, he bethought him to start a 
sawmill 'on modern plans. Sending to 
Oregon and California, be purchased 
and transported secondhand sawmill 
machinery on the smallest scale imag- 
inable. As a result he made 500 per? 
cent every four months on his invest- 
ment. His mill bad all it could do, and 
not six mouths ago he returned ta 
America and bought a first class plant 
for a large milL Mr. Platt expects to 
begin exporting teak-wood and mahog- 
any at oaee. 
Both of these woods 


abound. 
In fact, mahogany in the 


Philippines Is net as valuable as pine 
In America. It is used for all pur- 
poses—the manufacture of furniture, 
the building of houses, the making of 
flooring and even for firewood. In this 
field alone there are many chances for 
men with small means. 


"Again, pearl fishing' is an industry 


which is net to any great degree ex- 
pensive and which nets large profits. 
As in southern European waters, pearls 
are plentiful, and yet the Industry has 
never been worked properly. The na- 
tives are lazy and content with a bare 
living, and foreigners seem to have ig- 
nored the fact that money could be 
made by hiring a few natives and ca- 
noes and setting them to dragging and 
diving for pearls. \V. J. Fletcher, a 
sei-geant in a western regiment, thought 
this out and as a result obtained hl3 
discharge and started pearl fishing on 
email capital. Today he has a big banU 
account IB the Hongkong and Shanghai 
bank, and his Income has reached- mqre 
than comfortable proportions. 


"On the island of Mindanao there te 


great wealth Iu gold and precieua 
stones. The native Moros, a species of 
Mohammedans, have for hundreds of 
years used diamonds, emeralds, topaz 
and rubies as ornaments, and the rich- 
er classes wear gold embroidered gar- 
ments. Their harems are hung with 
costly tapestries worked with gold, and 
they seem to have never appreciated 
the commercial value of these products. 
American prospectors eould make for- 
tunes in Mindanao, and by use of the 
new bichloride process the rnmintflin« 
of the island should prove very rich. 


"PJce culture is an industry which 


might be compared te the raisteg of 
cotton in the south. It is necessary, 
but has to be gone into on a large scale. 
There Is money in it when done ex- 
tensively, and a few thousand dollars 
would establish a rice plantation of 
many hundreds of acres, 


"Manila needs several American drug 


stores. With 10,000 American soldiers 
resident in, the Philippines there ar« 
only two drug stores in the city where 
English is spoken, and these would dis 
grace a small country town in Amp- 
lea. Owing to ths cllnste tropical His 
abound, and an enterprising Amerieaa 
druggist would do weiL 


"In all Manila, there Is nat «ae goad 


hotel. The Orieate, ewfiad ay an Eng- 
lish syndicate, \rsuld receive scant pat- 
ronage In this country, ^he lowest 
rate made to guests was $90 geld n 
month. A few Ajj^ericaH plan restau- 
rants, too, would pMy big profits. The 
barber shops are run by natives, with 
possibly half a dor/en exceptions, and 
are foul smelling places, into which a 
tramp IB America -jwould hesitate t«

Speaking at the meeting of the New 


England Railroad club on the locomo- 
tive of tbe future, M*. S. M. Vanclam 
spoke as follows, says the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat: "The Improvement of 
the locomotive will embrace the fur- 
ther development of those features in- 
vented in the previous century. Com- 
pounding of-al! locomotives upon some 
system now used or yet to be invented 
will be almost universal. The wide 
fire box and tubular boiler will be car- 
ried to the limit of human ability to 
manage it. This will give place to the 
water tube boiler, especially so for 
high speeds. 
Already bright minds 


are employed In designing a boiler of 
this description which can be placed 
on our arrangement of cylinder*, un- 
derframing, wheels and machinery, a 
system that will give three times the 
beating "surface for 
an equivalent 


weight Higher pressures will then be 
common, and we all inay live to see 
triple aud even quadruple expansion 
locomotives almost noiselessly per- 
forming their work^ High speeds will 
be used for all trains carrying human 
freight, but long and heavy express 
trains will be handled with facility by 
tbe improved high pressure compound 
locomotives of that period. The load- 
ing gauge of our trunk lines will not 
prevent doubling or even trebling the 
power of locomotives for freight traf- 
fic. 
Double bogie engines similar to 


those used abroad, but on the Ameri- 
can idea, will be employed, thus re- 
ducing it to an almost perpetual op- 
erating machine, any part oZ which can 
be removed in a short time and a 
duplicate substituted. 


"Electricity as a motive power will 


eteadily gain friends. Large plants will 
be erected for supplying current. Wa- 
ter power where available is now being 
employed. Tbe lives of great men are 
being spent in aa endeavor to solve 
this great problem. One of the great- 
est if not the greatest of all relies upon 
the use of gas made' at the mines and 
sent through pipes t'o the lower plants 
placed at Intervals along the line and 
used direct in gas engines of huge 
units for generating the current neces- 
sary to operate the traffic of the road. 
Perhaps so, but it is the opinion that 
for our truqk line traffic electricity will 
not be., used until it/can be generated 
economically on thet locomotive itself. 
It is in this direction we look for suc- 
cess, as.we now use up but a small per 
cent of the calorific power of coal in 
our best steam locomotives. 
As the 


electric locomotive occupies relatively 
the position that steam locomotives did 
a century ago those who live In 2001 
may merely have recollections of the 
wonderful events of onr present age." 


The Lake Shore and Michigan South- 


ern has turned educator. At tbe big 
Bhops at Ellchart, near Auburn, Ind., it 
has established a school for apprentice 
boys, who are compelled by rules of the 
institution to attend all sessions unless 
conditions jpstify Jheir remaining 
away, says the Chicag'o Record-Herald 
Hhe railroad company pays all ex- 
penses entailed in maintaining the 
school. 


The courses of study are of purely 


technical character, being such as are 
particularly applied to machinists and 
mechanics. The school sessions are 
held at night, and G. A. Tounley, one 
of tbe bead-draftsmen of the company, 
is the chief instructor. The boys are 
taught mechanical drawing and such 
conditions figuring in engineering work 
as weight and dimensions. 


An Invention has been made by L. 


Kessler, a mechanic of Des Moines, 
which, if the claims of its author are 
realized, is destined to revolutionize 
tbe manufacture of steam engines, 
cays tbe Chicago Inter Ocean. The 
principle has not been applied to an 
engine of any large power as yet, but 
the inventor holds that it will be suc- 
cessful no matter to what style of an 
engine it is applied. Tbe new engine 
works on the vacuum principle and 
uses the same water over and over 
again. It has no steam chest, or rath- 
er both tbe »team chest and boiler are 
combined in one. There being no ex- 
haust, the same water is used as many 
times as desired, being converted into 
steam and condensed, then reconverted 
into steam and recondensed, and so on 
ad inflnitum. 


Great Skua In Dancer of extinction. 


The fishermen of Dieppe, Boulogne 


and Gravelines are accused by the So- 
ciety For the Protection of Birds of 
catching that rare species of gull 
tmovra as tbe great skua and using it 
us a bait. Tbe great skua is already 
In danger of extinction, and its only 
known nesting place now is Foula, a 
mountainous islet off tbe west coast of 
Scotland. Steps are being taken, says 
the London Express, to have the breed- 
ing grounds closely watched this sea- 
eon.

FUTURE OF TEXAS OIL. 


Enormous Possibilities Predicted 


For the New Industry. 


TO BEVOLTTTIttHIZE FQBLQDEBTIOH 


PorTB.r G*vevaov How of Texu Be- 


lieve* the Oil From B«»*Mwnt 
Fleldc "Will Displace Co«l—S«rer«a 
TbonMLB* Barrel* Shipped to E»«- 
land IT»v a Practical Teat, 
It is the opinion of former Governor 


J. S. Hogg, who has spent considerable 
time at Beaumont, near Austin, in- 
vestigating the new oilfield, that the 
discovery of oil in such bountiful quan- 
tities there will revolutionize the fuel 
question of the whole world, says the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat. He says 
that the manufacturers of this country 
and Europe have not yet come to a 
sense of realization of what the won- 
derful oil discovery and development 
In the Beaumont field mean to them. 
Many 
of the 
accounts 
published 


throughout the country of the flows of 
the wells '"brought in" in the Beau- 
mont field have been looked upon as 
gross exaggerations and fakes by the 
reading public, while as a matter of 
fact they have been true. The pub- 
lished statement that a test of the flow 
of the Lucas gusher showed that It bad 
an output of over 70,000 barrels of oil 
per day of 24 hours was branded aa 
untrue by persons who believed that 
such a flow waa next to impossible. 
The statement was true, and that first 
test has been repeated several times 
since then and has shown no decrease 
In the world beating flow. 


The problem that BOW confronts the 


oil producers of the new district is 
what shall thej do with the oil. It has 
been correctly asserted by an official 
of the Standard Oil company that the 
present demand for fuel oil in tills 
country does not amount to the output 
of one well in the Beaumont district. 
But the Beaumont producers say that 
the demand will be increased rapidly, 
and they are already hard at work 
building up a market. Since their dis- 
covery of the first well, known as the 
Lucas gusher, its owners, Messrs. Ga- 
ley and Guffey, have shipped to dis- 
tant cities of the United States and to 
foreign countries over 100,000 barrels 
of oil for experimental purposes. These 
shipments have been made with a view 
of creating a market for the product. 


These shipments went to manufac- 


turers in New York city, Philadelphia 
and even to Pittsburg. Over 30,000 
barrels of oil have been shipped to man- 
ufacturers in Manchester, England, and 
Liverpool, where the new fuel will be 
given a practical test, and if found to 
be all that is claimed for it large orders 
win be forthcoming. 
The American 


Sugar Refining company, known as the 
sugar trust, sent* a special representa- 
tive to Beaumont to make a full and 
complete investigation into the merits 
of the oil as a. fuel. Tbia representa- 
tive was so well pleased with the sav- 
ing that could be obtained by the- use 
of the oil over the use of coal that he 
had 2,500 barrels shipped to Cuba, 
where it will be burned in one of the 
largest refineries 3f the trust, located 
in that country. If this test is success- 
ful, the oil will be used in all the refin- 
eries of the American Sugar Refinery 
company. It will take some time to de- 
velop the market for the output of the 
Beaumont field, but the oil operators 
claim that it is certain to supersede 
coal aa a fuel in. almost every part of 
the United States. The assertion is al- 
ready being made that oil from the 
Beaumont field can be delivered to the 
manufacturers in Pittsburg in the very 
heart of the coal region at a cost cheap- 
er than Is now being paid for coal by 
these 
manufacturers. 
Tests 
have 


shown that two and a half barrels'of 
the Btaumont oil are equal to one ton of 
Pittsburg coal. At present prices these 
two and a half barrels of oil cost $1, 
and it is said that a big profit could be 
made by the oil producer should he be 
forced to sell his oil at 20 cents per 
barrel. As the oilfields are situated on 
the coast, where it can be- loaded into 
vessels direct from pipe lines, the cost 
of freight to all points along the coast 
and on navigable rivers is comparative- 
ly light. Already a number of the lar- 
ger manufactories of Texas have be&n 
equipped with oil burners and are us- 
ing successfully the Beaumont oil at a 
great saving in cost as compared with 
coal. 


A Netv Monnt«U» Observatory. 


It is proposed, according to the New 


York Sun, to establish a new observa- 
tory at an altitude of some G.OOO feet 
above sea level at Semmering, some 50 
miles southwest of "Vienna, to be de- 
voted to astro physics, and to meteor- 
ology. Detailed plans h*Te been pre- 
pared.

EDUGATIOIMraOS 


Review of an Important Ed- 


ucational Conference by 
Superintendent Hall 


MANY PROBLEMS DISCUSSED 


Temperance 
Instruction. 
Reformed 


Spelling, Manual Training, and 


Many Other Matter* Topics of 


Addresses by Educa- 


tional Leaders 


"A week with educational leaders" 


was crowded into an hour or so at st 
John's parish house last evening, when 
Superintendent of Schools Hall spoke 
to teachers ana others on the work of 
the recent meeting of the national as- 
sociation 
of school 
superintendents, 


which he attended. There was a largre 
attendance consideri'ij, the weather, a 
large proportion of those present being 
public school teachers. 


Before the address two trios were 


rendered by Misses Eaganl Carter and 
Stiles of the ninth grade at Drury, 
who also sang after Mr. Hail's ad- 
dress. Mr. Hail was introduced by Dr. 
M. M. Brown, chairman of the school 
committee, who spoke in appreciation 
of his work. 


Mr. Hall began by outlining the his- 


tory o-f the organization which was 
formed in 1865. .Almost it first work 
was to secure from congress the es- 
tablishment of a, bureau of education, 
which alone had be^n worth all the 
effort that the association has cost. Its 
purpose is of course to promote the 
increased efficiency of the 
members 


along educational lines and as illustrat- 
ing the class of topics considered, Mr 
Hall said that such subjects as sup- 
ervision, manual training, elementary 
schools, and rural schools, -were fre- 
quently treated in addresses and dis- 
cussions. 


The first matter at the convention 


to excite lively interest was the dis- 
cussion of the question, "Should the 
department of superintendence mem- 
orialize the board of directors of the 
national educational association to ap- 
propriate the sum of $1000 for each of 
the next five years, to be expended in 
promoting the cause iqf simplifying 
our English spelling, under the direc- 
tiqn of a commission to "be named by 
this body?" 


^here was a long debate on this, In 


which some brilliant arguments were 
made on, bath sides, the editor of the 
Chicago-Times-Herald appearing to de- 
fend the present system of Ensltsh 
spelling and various educators appear- 
ing on the other sWe, The question was 
finally lost by a'Vmall majority" 
and 


spelling will continue as at present. 


The first afternoon was devoted to 


the discussion of various matters, chief 
of which was suggestions as to what 
should be taken -up by the superinten- 
dents. Among those which were sug- 
gested were child study, moral educa- 
tion, language instruction methods, a 
more economic basis for conducting 
the public schools and have examina- 
tions a legitimate place in the public 
schools, the latter being .a question 
which few have ever though of in just 
that way. 


The first evening session -wag occu- 


pieds4s-ith an excellent address by Pres- 
ident Hadley of Yale university on the 
subject "The .use and control of ex- 
aminations." President -Hadley said 
that examinations had a double pur- 
pose ,to pro\?e attainments gone be- 
fore and to furnish a means of meas- 
uring power for that which is to come. 
He thought that, keeping both these 
purposes !n mind, examinations should 
have a -wider range, and that less em- 
pbasis should be placed on -written ex- 
aminations, chief attention being paid 
to what the pupil must know before 
proceeding with the study. 


Manual training and domestic sci- 


ence in the schools were given a whole 
session, and the discussions on these 
cnaitt^rs were iofi exceptional value. 
There were reports from various places 
and one topic, "Possibilities of manual 
training for moral ends," was treated 
by a former instructor in Elmira re- 
formatory, who was a firm believer in 
the moral value of work with the 
han^s. 


One afternoon was devoted to dis- 


cussions of the work of suoerinten- 
dents in small cities, this being one of 
several 
division^ 
into 
which 
the 


convention was flivided at this session 
for different kinos of workers. A wes- 
tern superintendent m&^e the rather 
novei suggestion, saying that he had 
tried it successfully of promoting pupils 
every eight weeks, instead of once a 
year, making the steps from division 
to division smaller. He. argued that in 
this way each pupil was permitted to 
advance just as rapidly or as slo\vlv 
as nefjppsaryt without crowding- or 
hindering any of the others^ This plan 
was met with a lively interest on the 
part of the superintendents, most of 
whom considered it rather impractic- 
able. 


During the convention the national 


Herbaat society was rechristened the 
"Society1 for the scientific study of 
education," and will pursue its work 
alone broader Unas. 


The joke of the convention was in 


connection with the Question of tem- 
perance instruction in the schools, over 
which a big flght between those who 
think alcohol a poison and those who 
tio not was expected. A committee haU 
been appointed to present a recom- 
mendation on this subject and this 
committee presented an effective 
and 


extremely carefully worded report, ad 
follows: • 


"Resolved, that it is the sense of 


this department that both physiology 
and hygiene should be so taught as 
to leave in the minds of the children 
and youth an 
adequate and proper 


knowledge of the effects 
of alcholio 


drinks, stimulants and narcotics «DOn 
the human system." 


This resolution rather took both sides 


by surprise as It left no room for de- 
bate and in three minutes from the 
time the -natter was brought up it was 
all over, while those who had been ex- 
pecting trouble were just entering the 
hall to see the fun. 


Individual instruction an imperative 


needs was 
discussed at length and 


on this point G Stanley Hall of Wor- 
cester spoke Interestingly, saying that 
it all depended on the teacher and that 
a good teacher could give the-needed 
individual instruction where a poorer 
teacher would b.<*.. fmable to. There 
was also an interesting discussion on 
the question of the ancient languages 
ua mcang of menftU discipline, the idea 


of studyingfor amentaldiscii>line which 
meant a narrow training along special 
lines beins ridiculed. 


TJie convention cJosed with an ad- 


dress on "The situation as regards the 
course of study," in which the nomt 
was brought out that >the schools are 
being supplied with the aims and pur- 
poses, but not with the means of tarry- 
ing them out, especially in the modern 
lines of manual training and domestic 
science.

Pittsfield's Speculations as to New 


North Adams Militia Company 


The new Empire theater, which the 


Sullivan brothers will build on Holderi 
street, will open its doors to the pub- 
lic during the latter part of next Sep- 
tember. 


The announcement 
made 
in 
the 


Transcript some weeks ago that the 
now theater was a certainty, was con- 
firmed this morning by the announce- 
ment from the Sullivan brothers that 
they would build at onfce. The Em- 
pire theater, which is the name chosen 
for the new house, will be a first class 
theater in every respect, designed by 
the best theater architects in the 
country, having a seating capacity of 


1400, 
and will be conducted in a man- 


ner to cater to the very best class of 
theater patronag'e. The manager of 
the house has not yet been announced, 
but he will be chosen within! a short 
time, so that there will be ample time 
to book'the house for next season. 


The theater will occupy the rear of 


a business block which will front on 
Holden street and adjoin the Wilson 
h'otel buildinlg. 
This block will have 


a 76 foot front, -and will be four stories 
in height, the front being of pressed 
bun* brick, with 
marble 
tri:iii-.u.iffs. 


There will be three large stores on the 
gr'ound floor, and offices above. 
The 


building will extenld 160 feet in depth. 


The contract for the excavation, has 


ben let to George Owens, who will be- 
gin work as soon as the weather will 
allow. Contractors are now figuring on 
the plans for the building, and thej 
contract will be let so that the build- 
ing can begin as soon) as the excava- 
tion is completed, and there will be no 
delay in putting the building up. The 
owners are confident that it can be 
opened at the time named. 


Chief interest is of course centered 


in the theater itself. The plans for 
this were drawn, as, reported some 
tirhe ago, by J. B. McElfatrick & Son 
of New Tork city, the best known) firm 
of theater architects in the country, 
who have prepared the plane for most 
of the big theaters of New York city, 
Chicago • and most of the large cities 
of the country. Their experience and 
skill has placed them in the 
front 


rank, and there is no doubt that a 
building designed by them will be the 
best that is passible of its class. Their 
design for the new Empire theater has 
been prtmtounced by those who have 
seen it one of the best plans they ever, 
turned out, and will result in a house 
which is rarely equalled for one of its 
size. 


The theater will be 120 feet deep and 


62 feet in) width, with balcony and 
gallery, the seating capacity of 140Q 
being divided as follows: Floor, 600; 
balcony, '400; gallery 400. This will al- 
low ample room for the seats so that 
there will be no crowding, the Sulli- 
van brothers having insisted on hav- 
ing each seat allowed more room than 
is customary, and announcing that the 
seats will be especially large atid com- 
fortable. 


There will be 10 boxes, one on each 


side on the fir^st floor anld two on each 
sitfe on the second and third tiers. The 
first floor boxes will be d'ouble size, 
and will be so arranged that they can 
be divided into two each by a railing, 
if it is desired. 


The orchestra will be located a little 


below the stage, as in! all m'cdern thfea 
ters. 


The stage will be large with every 


convenience^ It will have a denth of 41 
feet and a width of 60 feet. It will be 
72 feet from the stage to the gridiron 
and the proscenium arch will be 36 feet 
high and 32 feet wide. 


There will be 15.dressing r aoms and 


most of these will be located higher 
than the stage, and at one side, while 
there will be some at a still hieher 
elevation and a few below the 
stage. 


These will be supplied with every con- 
venience and will be much better than 
the average theater dressing rooms. 


The body of the theater will be most 


attractive. One -feature of interest will 
be the clear view of the stage 
from 


every seat in the *iouse, and the con- 
venience of passage ways. The aisles 
will be unusual^ broad, allowing a 
much more rapid exit for an audience 
than is usually possible. 


There will be a ladies' parlor, smok- 


ing room, check room, etc., in con- 
nection with tue eiitriijcut,, \vmie iha 
promenade back of the seats on the 
floor will be unbroken by stairwavs, 
the stairs to the balcory going up on 
one side from the lobby and on the 
other from, an alcove off the urome- 
nade^ Beaching the balcony one will 
enter it from, the rear thu* going down 
to all seats instead of up.

These circum- 
stances roused the sympathy of hi~ 
countrymen and a meeting was called 
and motley was raised to give the 
young man's body a decent burial. 


This incident brought the English- 


men of Scranion to a sense of their 
isolated condition and out of it grew 
the first lodge of the order.
